with people 
among whom they live. He strongly 
urges the Japanese to pay more heed 
to this point, as otherwise he fears 


lands. 
The Japanese,

asserts, enjoy 
high repute in labor circles 
in Ha­ 
waii, and give satisfaction to 
their 
employers in general, but even iii Ha­ 
waii some signs are already visible 
of the exclusion of the Japanese iii 
the future.

the land 
owners in Hawaii send 
over every 
year for laborers from Portugal a n i 
Spain and give them higher wages 
than the Japanese. 
Mr. Ebara cites the report of the 
Hawaiian Chamber of Commerce, in 
which it is alleged that the Japanese 
do not care to fraternize with the Ha­ 
waiians and cling too much to their 
own customs and habits. The report 
claims that the Japanese settlers do 
n6t take any interest in the welfare 
of Haw’aii, and it would be better for 


Hawaii to replace them by Spaniards, 
Portuguese and Filipinos.

hitherto has been allowed her. 
A cry for “emancipation of women” 
from 
“domestic 
slavery” 
is 
being 
raised by a number of educated girls, 
who call themselves 
“ Blue 
Stock­ 
ings.” 
These “new women” do not 
clearly specify what they wish to ac­ 
complish, hut in a general way they 
defy tin* old order of things laid down 
for the female sex. 
They have their 
own publications and occasionally ar­ 
range public meetings for the prop­ 
agation of their ideas. 
They have a 
lab of their own. and 
gather 
for 
nightly woman’s rights discussions. 
However, these are tin* extremists. 
Their utterances and their mode of 
life have shocked conservative Japan. 
In fact, some of them have been so 
radical iii their action that the ait- 
borities have invoked tin* law to re­ 
strain them. 
Recently a number of 
magazines for women were suspend­ 
ed on the ground that they were “in­ 
jurious to society.” 
Dr. Okuda, minister of education, is 
of the opinion that the discussion of 
the woman’s rights question may not 
be dangerous to the minds of women 
who are well educated and have been 
well trained in mind, hut he added 
Ins view* that “it will excite injuri- 
usly tin* minds of ordinary women,

Many of these business men 
believe that only foreign interv< ut ion 
can restore peace, but expression of 
such opinions is not popular and are 
made guardedly or with due reserva­ 
tion.

would mean succession to th* presi­ 
dency of Carranza, Maytorena or Ob- 
regon or other leaders possessing no 
universal following such as could he 
depended on to stop rebellion. 
Late in June a plan was advanced
